Governmnet increased the Social 
Service Tax 50 per cent; then 
the grant for roads and bridges 
was withheld; following this the 
Municipal Districts were — in- 
formed that the maintenance of 
all bridges within the boundar- 
ies of the Municipal District 
would be made a direct respon- 
sibility of the Municipal District; 
now it appears they wish to foist 
on, and increase the cost of, re- 
lief to the Municipal. District. All 
these added expenses can mean 
only one thing—increased local 
taxation, 


“I freely admit that relief is 
becoming more and more of a 
racket every year, in view of the 
fact that a recipient of relief is 
often given a job in preference 
to a man struggling to-keep off 
the relief rolls. It is difficult 
to have relief /recipients work out 
their reliefy because of our ex- 
tremely. long winters and com- 
paratively short summers. 

“The whole thing figures out, 
that unless some form of cen- 
tralized control of this problem 
is instituted, the whole question 
of relief will become even more 
of a national calamity than it is 
at present.” 


Statement by Mayor Jones 


Mayor E. H. Jones of the Town 
of Lacombe, in a statement made 
to The Western Globe, said : 


“While the council finds it ex- 
pedient in necessitous cases to 
extend assistance under the un- 
employment. scheme, I strongly 
incline to the opinion that the 
time has arrived when real prop- 
erty can no longer bear the bur- 
den of taxation arising out of the 
cost of social services, a tax 
from. which the property owner 
derives no direct benefit. 


“Throughout the depression, 
the owners. of real property 
have been saddled with the costs 
of direct relief, a burden which, 
in my opinion, should have been 
assumed by the senior govern- 
ments, as the causes are national 
in character and local authorities 
can in no way be blamed :for the 
results. 


“There would appear to be no 
good: reason, in this district par- 
ticularly, why relief costs should 
not be sharply lowered. 


“I agree with the stand taken 
by the provincial relief authori- 
ties that individuals must now 
realize the responsibility of pro- 
viding for themselves, a respon- 
sibility that no longer rests with 
their tax-paying neighbors.”

Closes Oct. 30- 
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A New Tax Problem 


‘EO HE recent circulars sent out by the Provincial 
tu Government, stating that they are about to 
“drastically reduce their grant” to the Municipali- 
fies and Towns throughout the Province for 

relief expenses does not come as a com- 
plete surprise. In the circular received by the 
offices of the Town of Lacombe and the Muni- 
cipal District of Crown, it states, in part : 

“We feel that the time has arrived when 
the individual must depend upon his own 
resources to provide for himself and_ his 
family. This can’ be done if the individual 
residing in a rural municipality would make 
a sustained effort and realize that the re- 

* sponsibility of looking after him no longer 

rests with his tax-paying neighbor.” 

.» This is sound, fine logic gs far as it goes, 
put does it go far enough? It is stated in another 
section of the circular that “During the year 1937, 
fair crops have been produced in a large portion 
of the province and the prices received therefor 
fre equal to, if not greater, than those received 
during the average years prior to 1930.” 

Again this is a correct, sound statement, but 
again we feel it does not go far enough. We all 
agree that direct. relief has been a curse on the 
tax-payers since its inception on a large scale in 
1930. There have been abuses of the “dole,” as 
there are abuses of all social services. The tax- 
payer has paid over his money and-has received 
no concrete value for his expenditure, but at the 
same time, the unemployed must be fed. If the 
Provincial Government is to withdraw, or “dras- 
tically reduce” its grant, the Municipalities and 

- Towns will have to bear an even larger burden 
than they carry at present. 

The financial statements of the Municipal 
District of Crown and the Town of Lacombe 
show an expenditure for the year 1936 of 


$2,482.84 and $1,020.94 respectively for direct re-. 


lief. These figures do not include hospital bills, 
medical fees, old age pensions or Mothers’ Allow- 
ances. 


The Provincial and Dominion Governments 
during. that year combined to pay $2,453.94 and 
- $1,684.90 respectively to the two municipalities as 
their share towards financing direct relief in this 
district. Should the Provincial Government do 
away with or “drastically reduce” their financial 
assistance, the cost of relief to the Municipality 
‘of Crown and the Town of Lacombe would be 
increased any percentage up to 100 per cent or 
possibly greater. ; 
Logical reasoning will prove to. tax-payers 
that only two alternatives are left to the coun- 
cils. Either the relief recipient rolls are reduced 
in number, or else taxation must be increased to 
meet the demand of the heavier payments. 


It is left squarely up to the relief recipient 
and the Provincial Government. Either the pres- 
ent relief recipients get out and rustle in an hon- 
est attempt to provide for their own living, and 
their dependents—and by so doing reduce the 
relief list—or else the Provincial Govern- 
ment must continue to open the purse strings to 
aid the municipalities that MUST provide food, 
shelter and clothing for their unemployed resi- 
dents. It would be grossly unfair to the smaller 
municipalities to be left to shoulder the heavy 
burden of relief on the proposed scale. 


Poppy Day November 6 


AST year,,@anada remembered her war dead 

in 80, inspiring a fashion at Vimy—the mem- 
orial, itself, the Pilgrimage of veterans and 
mothers and wives, the participation of the King, 
“the President of the French Republic, the Prime 
Minister—that every Canadian must feel pride in 
a duty so wholly and beautifully done. 

Some expression of that feeling is very likely 
to be made by Canadians on November 11th this 
year, when, with the appeal of the Poppy Fund, 
the opportunity is given to render some measure 
of gratitude to those who, one might say, fell in 
the war but did not die, 

For that, in effect, is what happened to many 
thousands of Canadian young men. Wounded, 
damaged in body and spirit, these multitudes of 
oir, fellow men have survived twenty years of 
paim and handieap, of distress, frustration and 
disappointment in the daily race of life, regard- 
less of all the help government and municipalities 
ean devise for them. 

On the base of the indescribably beautiful 
memorial on Vimy Ridge, there are carved in the 
solid stone, the names of the 11,283 Canadian sol- 
diers whose bodies have never been found, whose 
names do not appar on a headstone in any of the 
numerous Canadian cemeteries gseattered over 
France and Flanders. Thus no man is forgotten. 
The Poppy Fund, insofar as the funds it can raise 
permit, has attempted to see that no man of those 
living be forgotten, The things government can- 
not undertgke to supply—clothing, furniture, the 

“simple amonities of comfort in a home—are the 
routine provisions of the Poppy Fund, It also 


seriously about immigranon, for you cannot pick 
up a paper without seemg some reierence to the 
subject, 1 quote, “Great schemes of Empire de- 
velopment were envrsaged at today’s sitting of the 
Empire Migration Conterence.” ‘ris conterence 
was sitting in London during the second week ot 
this month, and although it is not an official body, 
it was attended by very infivential men. ‘Ihe Pre- 
miers oO: Saskatchewan, Manitoba, iNew Brunswick 
and British Columbia have all sent letters, approv- 
ing “tentatively of the idea (brought forward at 
the conterence) of British migration to Canada. 
But it seems to me dreadful that Canada was not 
even represented at the conference. Surely we 
are the most interested party. Don’t you think 
we should keep our eyés open on these doings 
overseas? 


One high official, Sir John Marriott, was 
quoted as saying that the unemployed feared mi- 
gration. and were “not willing to give up sub- 
stance (unemployment benefits) for shadow.” 
Haven’t we enough unemployed? According to 
last week’s statistics, “Alberta jobless weekly 
total was boosted.” It revealed 9207 unemployed 
now, right when threshing is still in full swing 
in many parts. The unemployed total last winter 
reached the amazing figure of 11,000 so, relatively, 
we can expect, even more this year. Surely this 
is not he class of immigrant that Alberta needs, 
or can absorb, ~ 


That we need British immigration cannot be 
denied, and its realization is. a step in the right 
direction. But to start a wholesale scheme of 
‘migration of British subjects without means, 
would be only adding a further burden to an al- 
ready overburdened people. 

The Empire Settlers brought out about ten 
years ago prove that limited assistance does not 
go far enough. 

* It is a serious problem, and concerns each 

one of us, especially in the rural areas, If past 
(and present) haphazard methods of bringing in 
additional population are allowed to continue 
(methods whose chief objectives are apparently 
to put money in the pockets of land-owners and 
transportation systems, regardless of the effect 
on the existing population), Alberta, in time, will 
be a collection of little settlements — German, 
Swedish, Russian, Ukrainian, Dutch, etc., ete.— 
all with their individual thoughts, habits and age- 
old customs. The youth of these countries would, 
if left by themselves, speedily adopt the customs 
and culture of their chosen country; the older 
generation, however, is anxious to preserve some- 
thing of the customs and culture of their native 
lands (and no wonder, for what have we of our 
own to offer them?) and build their own churches 
(with their attendant organizations), and in some 
cases, even their own_schgols, and by so doing, un- 
intentionally isolate themselves and their chil- 
dren into little “foreign” settlements, 

At this point it would not be amiss to remind 
ourselves that under present conditions by 1972 
the Anglo-Saxon population of Canada will 
amount to ofly 40 per cent of the inhabitants of 
the Dominion. 

If we study this problem earnestly, we will 
discover what a huge amount of difficultieg there 
are to be faced. 

General Hornby of Lethbridge seems to be 
the only man with a definite plan of immigration; 
one may or may not agree’ with his ideas but at 
least he offers a certain specified line of action 
that could be taken. ; 

_ However, the problem is there, and we 

should not allow ourselves to be mere pawns in 
this scheme for the peopling of Canada, It is a 
very live issue, and we must face up to it, and dis- 
cover, if possible, the best answer, for it vitally 
affects our boys and girls. This is one of those 
things that “just happen” to a country because 
the people, althoughly dimly aware-that certain 
vague moves are being made, take no thought 
until they suffer from something that has been 
done by those in authority, and then it is. too late 
to exert the pressure that organized and informed 
public opinion can bring to bear on its repre- 
sentatives. 


By the way, speaking of boys and girls, as 
we were a moment ago, is there something wrong 
with them, or is there something very wrong with 
the present High School curriculum? Why should 
students have such mountains of homework that 
they have to study until 10 o’clock and later at 
night? It is neither good for a child’s eyes or 
health. Further, so much intensive “cramming” 
will not leave a lasting knowledge with any child; 
in a few years it will all be gone. Wouldn’t it 
be a sounder policy to impart more essential and 
practical knowledge, in not such large doses, and 
teach it so thoroughly that it would be imprinted 
on the young mind “for keeps”?

Lt. Governor 


In Withholding Assent 


By W. M. DAVIDSON 


The Province of Alberta is for- 
tunate at this time in having as 
its Lieutenant-Governor a man of 
unusual capacity, unquestioned 
honesty, good judgment. and un- 
doubted courage. For the first 
time in recent years in Canada, 
a man in such a position has 
been foreed to face serious con- 
stitutional problems. 

A Governor is in the unfortu- 
nate position of being unable to 
speak for himself or to defend 
his own actions. Under such 
conditions it is generally expected 
that the Premier shall speak for 
the Governor, or if that is im- 
possible that the Premier shall 
deal with the issue in a judicial 
manner with the utmost fairness 
and honesty. 

In discussing the conduct of 
the Governor ‘for withholding 
assent to the Press Bill, Mr. 
Aberhart in his Sunday address 
in Calgary on October 9, accord- 
ing to the report in the Calgary 
Albertan said, “even if our 
Lieutenant-Governor should. be- 
lieve our newsparers should be 
allowed to print untruths.” 


Contemptible Insinuation 

That is the most contemptible 
insinuation, based on a palpable 
untruth, and presented in most 
cowardly fashion, that has ever 
been made, in my knowledge, by 
any premier of a Canadian prov- 
ince. . 

The Press Bill, let it be under- 
stood, provides that newspaper 
publishers must print in their 
paper free of cost, any statement 
whatever—any propaganda, ar- 
gument, misrepresentation or 
untruth—that the Chairman of 
the Social Credit Board may 
choose to submit. In case of re- 
fusal, or contravention of any of 
the rules laid down by the act, 
the government may not only 
Suspend any newspaper, but pre- 
vent the person writing the 
same from making any statement 
or writing again in any other 
newspaper. f 

Not only dogs the government 
plan to force its unpaid cam- 
paign literature upon the editor 
with threat of driving him out 
of business, buf it does not, can- 
not relieve t newspapers for 
responsibility for criminal libel 
for the very material which the 
government itself supplies. 

That is the substance of. the 
bill which the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor withheld, which was _ fol- 
lowed by the wile allegation by 
the Premier. | 


Has Undoubted Right 

The Lieutenant-Governor has 
the undoubted right to withhold 
assent to any bill presented to 
him, just as the Governor-Gen- 
eral and the King have similar 
authority. It is true that the 
King and Canadian Governor- 
General in recent years (and the 
previous Alberta Governors) 
have -not ue such powers. 
Whether the King or Governor- 
General would! be justified in 
withholding asgent to legislation 
depriving British subjects of such 
fundamental liberties as free re- 


| sort to courts, or the freedom of 


speech, is a matter of opinion, 
which is of mete academic inter- 
est, because it is not within the 
realm of possibility that such 
legislation will ever be submit- 
ted to the King or Governor- 
General or to a Lientenant-Gov- 
ernor, except by an Aberhart 
government. 

Whether the King or Governor 
would be justified in such a 
course, if it could be imagined, 
would depend @pon the reason- 
able probability that such legisla- 
tion was approved by fhe people. 
In this particular instance in Al- 
berta, it may be noted that not 
only was the limitation of the 
freedom of the press never men- 
tioned at the last election, but the 
suggestion was not generally ap- 
proved even by the more ardent

But the Lieutenant-Governor 
can do wrong and he does. do 
wrong when he signs any enact- 
ment beyond the powers of. the 
Province, and as such it may be 
declared invalid by the courts. 
For,.such reason the. Governor 
should and does assure himself 
that all legislation that he signs 


is within the powers of the Prov- |- 


ince and is constitutional. 

And what machinery does he 
use to get such assurance? 

He consults the highest legal 
adviser of the Crown. 

And who is that legal adviser? 

The Attorney-General. ‘ 

And who is Attorney-General? 

William Aberhart, a man who 
is not a lawyer and has less legal 
information and_ constitutional 
knowledge than the Governor 
himself. 

‘No person in all Alberta: need- 
ingNegal advice, even if it were 
no more serious than on a charge 
of the violation of the dog by- 
law, would be so foolish as to 
entrust his case with one who 
had no knowledge of law. 

Desires Better Advice 

Is it surprising then that the 
Lieutenant-Governor in facing 
legislation which deprives the 
people of the Province of) their 
fundumental liberties—legislation 
never demanded by or. suggested 
to the people of the province— 
should be, determined to get 
sounder advice on the matter and 
reserve it for the consideration 
of the Federal government?

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EDMONTON. — Political 
warfare in Alberta during 
the past week has been more 
or less static and disinter- 
esting, although there have 
been a few enlivening inci- 
dents to keep the public from 
succumbing to ennui. 


The voice of Premier Aberhart 
has been heard roaring its oft- 
repeated defiance of the “finan- 
cial hounds” who “bark and 
bite” since last this article was 
writen, but that is getting to be 
an old tale by now. 


Two very significant events, 
however, took place in connec- 
tion with the government’s -rec- 
ord which are ‘worth mention. 
One was the surrender of the 
Premier to the popular outcry 
when on Thursday he about- 
faced from his refusal to ‘reveal 
the text of the Lunney Commis- 
Sion report on the highway in- 
quiry. 

Disgraceul Incompetence 

The report of Mr. Justice Lun- 
ney revealed disgraceful incom- 
petence and wasteful expendi- 
ture of the public funds in con- 
nection -with the administration 
of the public works department. 
It revealed that ‘the province, 
aside from the above matters, 
had been deprived of more than 
$100,000 for its roads because 
Hon. W. A. Fallow failed to meet 
the conditions shat could have 
been met, which were laid down 
by the Dominion government. 

It now remains to be seen how 
consistent Premier Aberhart is 
going to be in his method of 
dealing with his cabinet minis- 
ters. . When, in; his opinion, Mr. 
W. N. Chant, then Minister of 
Agriculture, did not show suffici- 
ent “aggressiveness and effici- 
ency,” he was invited in the most 
autocratic manner to-resign. Now, 
Mr. Fallow. has_ been . declared 
guilty. of incompetence and 
neglect in his department by a 
more competent judge than Pre- 
mier Aberhart. What will the 
Premier do? 


Committed for Trial 

The second event of interest 
was the preliminary. trial of G. 
F. Powell, expert adviser of the 
Aberhart government, and of J. 
H. Unwin, government whip in 
the Legislature, on charges of 
seditious. libel, seditious libel 
knowing it to be false, and of 
j counselling to murder; The: hear- 
ing was held before Magistrate 
A. H. Gibson in the Edmonton 
police court and both men were 
committed on the evidence pre- 
sented to appear at the next sit- 
ting of the Supreme Criminal 
Court on November 8. 

Evidence given by Unwin in 
the trial of Powell showed that 
he had received the “copy” of 
the pamphlet complained of, en- 
titled “Bankers’ Toadies,” and 
counselling to “Exterminate 
Them,” from Mr. Powell, thus 
connecting the English expert 
with the case, 

Matters relating to the three 
bills now before the Ottawa cabi- 
net for disposal are not. complete 
at the*time this is written, but 
it is clear that the Dominion 
government has been bombarded 
with letters from _ individual 
Soeial Creditors, demanding that 
“Alberta be left alone.” On the 
other hand, large numbers of 
public bodies have written to the 
Ottawa government, demanding 
that Alberta be dealt with as.a 
part of the Dominion of Canada 
and not as “left alone.” .
